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CHAPTER 172

AN ACT to repeal and recreate 29.125 of the statutes, relating to reports
of hunters.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

29.125 of the statutes is repealed and recreated to read:
29.125 REPORTS OF HUNTERS. Each person to whom a hunting

or trapping license has been issued under this chapter shall, when re-
quested to do so by the conservation commission, report to the commission
on forms furnished by it, the number of his license, the number and kind
of each animal taken by the licensee and such other information as the
commission may require.
